chinery that is confusing, conflict- 
ing and wholly unnecessary. 
For 


example, we have two boards, both 
appointed by the governor, to gov- 
ern our state university, two boards, 
both appointed by the governor, to 
govern Stout Institute, and the sun* 
for the mining school, and two 
boards that apparently would like to 
do the work 'that properly 
comes 


under the supervision and direction 
of a constitutional officer. 
One of 


these boards, the state board of ed- 
ucation, has no sphere of activity 
in which it is not a trespasser upon 
the proper functions of others, ex- 
cept to look after the soldiers' bonus 
matters. 
So keenly did the. board 


realize this fact 
that 
there was 


much rejoicing when the legislature 
turned over this function 
to ,the 


board. Of course it could quite a's 
readily have been attended to by 
some other board or agency. There 
will never be any opportunity for 
peace and harmony in the educa- 
tional system so long as a state 
board of education exists, for 
the 


reason that it has no proper place 
in' the sun. If it were deemed nec- 
esary to hav« a state board of ed- 
ucation it should 
be an 
elective 


board, not a board appointed by the 
governor. :A11 other boards should 
be done away with and the office of 
state superintendent of public in- 
struction abolished by constitution- 
al amendment A state board of 
education would then have an open 
field in which to work. If composed 
of laymen-, 
however, the 
board 


would have no adequate personal 
knowledge of the educational needs 
of the state, and would have to. d«- 
pend upon a paid employe to guide 
it in all technical or complicated 
matters of an educational sort, 
. 


"At the present 
time the state 


board of education becomes a rival 
and a contestant for power and au- 
thority in the entire 
educations! 


field. There is no educational ag- 
ency, so far as I know, with the pos- 
sible exception of the university, 
with which it has, to a degree at 
least, ingratiated itself that is not 
secretly or openly hoping for its 
abolition. The state board of voca- 
tional education has a field and is 
qccupying it. It is, however, a field 
that was formerly occupied by the 
state department of public instruc- 
tion in a manner satisfactory to 
everybody except a few manufac- 
turers and a few politician*. A 
divided school -system is not 
the 


road to democracy. A child who 
stops to go to work at 14 should 
not find himself in a school s; stein 
under a different management. This 
is the road to class distinctions 
rather than to unity and harmony in 
our population. 


"It would be well If we -had many 


changes in our educational Itws. It 
is unusually difficult, 
however,, to 


induce any legislature to do more 
than makef minor changes in the 
statutes. However, changes do come 
about from session to sescion that 
greatly promote- oar 
educational 


welfare. Both the educational forces 
and the laymen of th« state are 
planning changes in the coming leg- 
islature." 


"A word aa to the so-called 'pro- 


gram of the State Board of Educa- 
tion.' From Bom* source or other 
cornea the statement that the state 
scperintandent is opposed to it. The 
state •superintendent doas not so 
much as know what it ia, and there- 
fore docs not know whether he is in 
favor of it or opposed to it. Nobody 
can teH until-bills are drawn how 
much that is vicious and how much 
that is beneficial may b« wrapped 
up in such vasrue and gwural state- 
ments, aa have been given to the 
public. It is not the 'program' that 
concerns us so ranch as the board 
itself. There is no place in our sys- 
tem for such a board. The present 
effort to flood the state wHh talk 
of a 'program' seems to me to have 
lot its purpose .the distracting of 
the public mind, from the rini issue. 
Lf'the reports are. correct,;howw»«; 
that the board proposes to cut'ojw 
year off

The Jews 


Henry Ford Al^acks Them, But How Much W« Owe Them, 


and How Mean Christendom Has Been. 


r ENRY POM) in his newspaper continues his attacks on the 
I Jews. Mr. Ford has been, liberal and fair-minded in his 


views on most subjects. His attitude toward the Jews is un- 
accountable and deplorable. 


It has been often said that It is difficult to frame an Indict- 


ment against an entire nation. It Is still more difficult to frame 
an indictment against a race, f the Jews may be called a race, 
and particularly against a race which has for so many centuries 
played such a creditable part in the history of the world. 


It is JHrt easy to understand the prejudice and hostility 


which exists against the Jews and which in the past has led to 
some of the most cruel and shocking persecutions, which have 
stained the pages of history. But this we know, as civilzaton, 
enlightenment, education and progress, advance, toleration and 
fair-mindedness toward people of Jewish birth Increases. 


Bancroft says that Maryland was among the first colonies' 


which adopted religious freedon^as the basis of the state, but its 
religious freedom was limited to those who believed In Christ 
and was accompanied by a proviso which declared that any per- 
son who dened the trinity should be punished with death. Even 
after tht Revolution, no one could hold any office under the 
government of Maryland without signing a declaration that he 
believed in the Christian religion, and not until 1825 did the 
legislature pass a bill giving the Jew full civil rights. 


Oscar Straus has written a notable essay, showing the 


wholesome influence of the Hebrew scriptures and the ancient 
Hebrew commonwealth upon the origin of republican govern- 
ment In the United States. 
He points out that the Jewish 


rabbis, the Islahs and Jeremiahs of old, were the first revolu- 
tionists. From the Hebrew Bible grew the Reformation, the 
ideas of equality of rights, uplifting the lowly, suppressing 
privileges, of abolishing class barriers and promoting of human' 
brotherhood are found In the teachings of the Hebrew prophets 


How strange that Christian nations should be prejudiced 


against the Jews, when it was a Jew who founded the Christian 
religion and when Jewish literature holds a position of such 
supremacy among afl Christian nations. A very large' propor- 
tion of the ancient literature of the Jews, comprising their 
poetry, history, legends and the words of their great moral and 
religious teachers have been gathered together in the book we 
call the Bible, and which,we consider the book of books. 


The idea that Queen IsabelJe pawned her jewels to raise the 


money for the expedition of Columbus has been exploded. The 
money came from Jews, Luis Santangel, Gabriel Sanchez and 
. -an Cabrero. 
There were many Jews who accompanied 


C( lumbus on his first expedition and there were many Jewish 
scht'ars with whom he took counsel as to the possibility of sail- 
ing around the world. 


Jews have distinguished themselves as soldiers and patriots. 


Fifteen Jewish officers served under Wellington at Waterloo. 
When Robert Morris was making his appeal for funds to finance 
the American Revolution, one of the men who most generously 
responded was a Jew, Haym Salomon.

subscribed $300,000 and in all furnished over $600,000, not a 
penny of which was ever repaid to him or his heirs. He sacri- 
ficed almost his entire fortune to the cause of American inde- 
pendence.
